NATIONS IS HOPE

W ashington, 
Nov. 
26 — P resident 
H arding’s association of nations today 
loomed up as a rival of the Wilson 
league of nations in the effort for 
world peace. 
Which would eventually trium ph, it 
was believed here, will depend which 
one can accomplish the most definite 
results. 
If the arm s conference now 
in session settles all problem s before 
it, it is believed the establishm ent of 
the H arding association would take 
place. 
The interest of the delegates to the 
arm s limitation conference here to­ 
day centered on this possibility, con­ 
tained in the White House annoum e- 
rnent of late yesterday that President 
H arding expects the present confer­ 
ence to develope into an association 
of nations holding ten meetings, and 
eventually including all civilized na­ 
tions of the world. 
The conflict forseen by delegates was 
not an active hostility between the j 
two international organizations, hut 
the gradual diminishing of one by the 
other. 
In other words, they saw a 
possibility 
that 
the 
Wilson 
league 
m ight be absorbed by the H arding as­ 
sociation simply because 
the 
latter 
proved itself superior for getting ac­ 
tion. 
In any event, th© hope expressed at 
the White House brought no adverse 
com m ent today. 
In fact, the foreign 
delegates have talked over with H ard ­ 
ing the idea of extending the present 
conference into a p e rm a n e n t-associa­ 
tion. 
For more than a week the J a p ­ 
anese delegation has been talking of 
the possibility of making The confer1 
ence a continuing agency. 
The Chi­ 
nese have expressed 
hearty 
accord 
with any plan fostered by the United 
States which would result in asso­ 
ciating this nation with, F rance in any 
degree. 


Britain Bel b ent on Association Plan 
W ashington, 
Nov. 
26 — President 
H arding should get the senate and the 
American people to approve his asse­ 
cution of nations plan before he sub­ 
mits it to other nations. 
This is the view 0f the British dele­ 
gation to the arm s conference ex­ 
pressed today in com ment on H ard­ 
ing's expressed hope that the present 
conference will develope a perm anent 
international association. 
The British regard it as an Ameri­ 
can domestic question and will th ere­ 
fore 
refrain 
from 
expressing 
any 
opinion on it until the opinion of the 
American public has been manifested. 
Great Britain, it was said, is more 
anxious to participate in itfny move­ 
m ent tending to establish world peace. 
In other words, Great Britain will 
wait to see w hether the new associa­ 
tion idea as outlined will meet in the 
senate the same as the Wilson league 
of nations. 
G reat Britain is a mem ­ 
ber of the league and aw aits some­ 
thing better before it will end its 
mem bership there.

Foch spoke before a great crowd on 
capitol hill. 
H e was flrst lauded by 
Governor Praus. 
The executive prais­ 
ed him as tile "greatest war general,” 
and Introduced the subject of disarm ­ 
am ent by saying that 
America, 
al­ 
though able to outstrip the rest of the 
world in arm am ent, was willing to 
make huge sacrifices to prevent fu­ 
ture wars. 
Fo< h replied in French. 
His speech was

out and compels attention. 
Briund renewed bis attack on Ger­ 
many and charged t hat the new' gov­ 
ernm ent is in line with the old and 
equally susceptible 
to

Great Britain does 
not 
share 
in 
F ra n ce s fear and she certainly la in 
as good a position to know what Ger­ 
many Is doing as France Is, and there 
is no reason why Germain' should feel 
less angered at Great Britain than at 
France. 
It WSH G reat Britain's strength add­ 
ed to the arm s of Fram e that held the 
line against Germany un,ii the weight 
of the American influence was thrown 
iuto the seal©, 
lf the fears of France 
were Well founded, would not Great 
Britain be equally alarm ed? 
Is there 
any reason w ^iy'tho British Empire 
should be indifferent 
to 
Germany's 
plans if the latter is to h a f t her re­ 
venge, and only awaiting an oppor­ 
tunity to express it on ber neighbors? 
But th© im portant question is not 
Great Britain’s and France's opinion. 
The world Is interested in knowing the 
actual facts, and the facts are easy 
to ascertain. 
It would seem to be 
the duty of the conference to inquire 
immediately as to Germany'* dspoel 
lion. 
Her government could answer 
at one** and decide the course of the 
conference 
If Germany, 
by 
official 
acts of her government reaffirms what 
officials have said unofficially, she can 
offer ber pledges of peace and express 
lier willingness to unite with the other 
powers in any plan that will allay Hie 
fear of F rance and any other nation 
that suspects her. T he conference can 
name the conditions it deems neces­ 
sary; If they are complied with, France 
will doubt less accept the assurances 
and th** m atters will be settled.

been approved officially. 
What thus far has been done, was 
intimated as mostly In the nature of 
informal discussion between officials 
of the advisability of inviting Germany 
into the conference in connection with 
bringing 
about a reduction 
of 
the 
French army. 
Germany Will gladly participate in 
the present conference according to 
punt, ami present information. 
Tin* Invitation to her would probably 
mean that the question would be op­ 
ened up sooner 
or 
Juter. 
Germany 
would like nothing better than such 
a discussion on American soil.

TEACHING CITIZENSHIP 


Th* Btat* Board of Kdu.-atlon, tak­ 
ing the position that the public aehool* 
of Minnesota are maintained “to train 
and develop good citlienahlp." recent­ 
ly adopted a resolution making th* 
teaching of cltizennhlp In the schools 
obligatory, and hag publi«hed u courge 
of study In citizenship 
which 
waa 
mailed to all public schools of the 
state late this week. 
This pamphlet sets forth the alms 
of cltiienship teaching 
as 
follows; 
First, to help a child realize that he 
is a responsible and helpful member 
of several social groups; second, to 
awaken and stimulate 
motives 
that 
will lead to the establishment of hab­ 
its of order, cleanliness, cheerful co­ 
operation, 
sympathetic 
service, and 
obedience of law; third, to emphasise 
the intimate relation between the wel­ 
fare of the Individual and the wel­ 
fare of home and goetoty; und fourth, 
to prepare the young citizen for its 
exercise. 
The formulation of the course of 
Btudy followed the adoption of the 
resolution making citizenship training 
obligatory In ull elementary grades In 
the public schools. 
The Board holds 
that it is of vital importance to teach 
citizenship during the formative years 
of the pupils in the elementary grades, 
and has ruled that no pupil shall he 
given credit for the completion of the 
elementary Behoot until a course In 
this subject bas been satisfactorily 
completed. 
As outlined by the State 
Board, the course is organized into 
three cycles to meet the needs of the 
pupils in the primary grades, the in­ 
termediate grades, and the grammar 
grades.

TKAC HING CITIZENSHIP 


T h e State Board of Education, ta k ­ 
ing the position that tho public schools 
of Minnesota are m aintained "to train 
and develop good citizenship," recent­ 
ly adopted a resolution making the 
teaching of citizenship in the schools 
obligatory, and has published a course 
of study in citizenship 
which 
was 
mailed to all public schools of the 
state late this week. 
This pamphlet sets forth the aims 
of citizenship teaching 
sh 
follows: 
First, to help a child realize that he 
is a responsible and helpful member 
of several social groups; second, to 
aw aken and stim ulate 
motives 
that 
will lead to the establishment of hab­ 
its of order, cleanliness, cheerful co­ 
operation, 
sympathetic 
service, 
and 
obedience of law; third, to emphasize 
the intimate relation between the wel­ 
fare of the individual and the wel­ 
fare of home and society; and fourth, 
to prepare the young citizen for its 
exercise. 
The formulation of tile course of 
study followed the adoption of the 
resolution making citizenship training 
obligatory in all elem entary grades In 
the public schools. 
The Hoard holds 
that it is of vital importance to teach 
citizenship during the formative years 
of the pupils in the elementary grades, 
and has ruled that no pupil shall he 
given credit for the completion of the 
elementary school until a course in 
this subject has been satisfactorily 
completed. 
As outlined by the State 
Board, the course is organized into 
three cycles to meet the needs of the 
pupils in the prim ary grades, the in­ 
term ediate grades, aud the gram m ar 
grades. 
The Idea is an excellent one, and 
the action of the State Board will be 
very generally commended by the peo­ 
ple.
